Newspaper, Bank Taxation 
and Credit Regulation 
Bills Attacked 


OTTAWA, Jan. 13—Canada's 


Rewspapers within the provinces, 
Aime Geoffrion, chief counsel for 
the Dominion government, told 
the Supreme Court of Canada 
‘Wednesday as he argued against 
validity of three Alberta bills re- 
ferred to the court by the Do 
fminion government. 

For this and other reasons, Mr. 
Geoffrion contended, any control 
Over publication of newspapers fell 
under the Dominion parliament's 
furisdiction over the “peace order 
and good government of Canada” 
and not under the Alberta legis- 
lature’s control over “property and 
civil rights within the province.”

ister, Sean Lemass, minister for in- | 


dustry. Sean McEntee, minister for 
finance, and James Ryan, minister 
for agriculture, 

No formal agenda has been 
Grawn up but the subjects most 
in view are: 1. Settlement of the 
long drawn out economic “war” 
over land annuities; and 2. De- 
fence. 

The question of partition may 
also arise. The new constitution of 
Eire, while not specifically barred, 
is, it is felt, unlikely to enter 
prominently into the discussions. 

The British government has al- 
ready made clear it does not con- 
sider the new constitution applic- 
able to northern Ireland and is 
content to leave the matter there. 


DIPLOMATIC PROBLEM 

Nor, it is understood, is there any 
intention of discussing the question 
of diplomatic representation abroad, 
This problem arose recently when 
Mr. De Valera appointed a minister 
to Rome, accredited to the King of 
Italy as Emperor of Ethiopia, 

The discussions on Monday will

Eire To Take 
Britain’s Coal 


Following talks between J. W. 
Dulanty, Irish high commissioner 
in London, and Board of Trade 
officials, it was announced in 
Dublin Dec. 28 that Eire would 
import 3,114,000 tons of coal in 
1938 with the United Kingdom 
supplying all but 1.000 tons, 


This was interpreted as virtual 
assurance the coal-cattle agreement, 
signed between the two countries 
early in 1936, would be renewed a 
second time. 


COMPENSATE BRITAIN 

The so-called economic war be- 
tween Britain and Ireland has been 
in progress since 1932 when the 
Free State government discontinued 
the land annuity payments to the 
British exchequer called for by the 


Government of Ireland Act of 1920 
The payments, provided by the in- 
strument under which the Irish 
Free State came into being, were 
designed to compensate Britain for 
sums paid to expropriated owners 
of land in Ireland. 

As a means of collecting the sums 
due, the British government put a 
penal tariff on imports from Ire- 
land. The Free State retaliated and 
trade between the two countries 
died. The “war” worked hardship 
on smal! Irish farmers and the 
cost of living in the 25 counties rose 
considerably. The coal-cattle pacts 
helped the depressed coal areas of 


Britain and the poorer Irish 

farmers. | 

BORE FRUIT | 
Conversations between Mr. De 


Valera and British government offi- 
cials, with a view to settlement, 
have taken place on several occa- 
sions, notably last January when 
the Irish premier saw Malcolm Mac- | 
Donald in London. The meeting 
bore fruit in a renewal of the coal- 
cattle pact but further progress was 
blocked, it was understood, by Mr 
De Valera’s demand for an end to, 
partition 

The partition of Ireland—into the 
Trish Free State, with 26 counties 
and Northern Ireland, with — six 
counties-—dates from the Anglo- 
Irish treaty which ended the post- 
war “troubles.” The Free State was 
given dominion status, while North- 
ern Ireland remained a part of the 
United Kingdom.

THE PENALTY 

Trade negotiations between the United States 
and Italy broke down when Mussolini tried to 
smuggle into the agreement a clause whereby 
the United States would have recognized the 
conquest and annéxation of Abyssinia. Mr, 
Cordell Hull refused to be trapped in that man- 
ner, and the bargaining stopped. 

Nl Duce is running in hard luck in his attempt 
to rehabilitate himself in the opinion of the 
world. He quit the League of Nations because 
the members would not countenance his 
treachery to the covenant. The United States 
is not a member of the League, and its rebuff 
may be the more disconcerting on that account, 
as it is the more significant. 

Inside the League and out, Italy is branded 
as an outlaw, its offence condoned only by coun- 
tries guilty of the same offence and by those too 
weak to risk its anger. Its master has tried both 
defiance and duplicity to restore its status, and 
has failed in both. 


TRAGEDIES OF THE AIR 

The year has started badly for United States | 
air transport lines. Ten persons perished when 
an air-liner crashed in Montana. Six died when 
the Samoan Clipper was lost in the south Pacific. 

Such mishaps discourage, but do not check, 
the expansion of air services, and the growth of 
air travel. Danger is inseparable from travel by | 
any conveyance. Many people have been killed 
by being thrown from horse-drawn sleighs and 
wagons. Railway collisions and steamshi 
wrecks have taken thousands of lives. In rela- 
tion to the number of planes operating and the 
multitudes of passengers carried, tragedies are 
few in the United States—or elsewhere. 

A compilation shows that over a period of two 
years, including these latest disasters, sixteen 
United States planes, commercial and naval, 
have crashed, with a total loss of 160 lives. Nearly 
one quarter that number were killed last month 
in a wreck on the London North Eastern railway 
in Scotland.

DOWN 40 PER CENT. 

In November, a census shows, there were 40 
per cent fewer fully employable persons on relief 
in Canada than in November, 1936. Those still 
unable to find employment numbered 134,000. 
These figures do not of course include farmers in 
receipt of aid because of crop failure 

The total receiving non-agricultural aid in 
November were 507,000, a decrease of 322 per 
cent from the figure for November of 1936. 

More people are employed in Canada than 
were employed in 1926, the year commonly taken 
as “normal.” But there are more needing em- 
ployment, for various reasons. One reason is 
that each year sees a natural net increase of 
about 70,000 adults. There are thus nearly three- 
quarters of a million more grown men and 
women in the Dominion than eleven years ago. 

It is evident that to absorb all those needing 
employment, production and trade will have to 
reach far higher levels than in the “base year” 
of 1926, 

It is also evident that, since unemployed 
persons capable of full employment decreased 
the Dominion over by 40 per cent during the 
year, Alberta continues to be one of the “bad 
spots” on the employment map. There has been 
no corresponding drop in the figures for this 
province. 


THE “HANDS OFF” QUESTION 
Premier Duplessis says his policy on the con- 
stitutional question is “hands off Quebec.” And 
a good policy it is, unless carried to the extreme 
of inciting sectional antagonism needlessly, or 
preventing the adoption of measures required in 
the general interest. Short of these absurdities, 
there will be no trouble about getting other pro- 

vincial governments to take the same position. 
At the moment the declaration sounds more 


heroic than relevant. If there is any notable 
movement to “centralize authority” in Canada 
at the expense of “provincial autonomy” it has 
kept well under cover, for the public have not 


detected it. 

On the contrary, there is a very apparent de- 
sire in several quarters to filch away from the 
Dominion powers which it has exercised from 
the beginning, powers which are necessary to a 
national government, and which the provinces 
are not situated to exercise with advantage. 

Moreover, this business of encroaching on 
the federal authority has been under way for 
many years, has made inroads in many direc. 
tions, and will have to stop if parliament is to 
continue to be in any important sense a national! 
legislature. 

What we really need at this juncture is a 
“hands off Canada” movement. 


BACK IN BALANCE 
Officials of the Dominion department of agri- 
@ulture, surveying the record to see how the 
farmer fared in 1937, say the rise in farm pro- 
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duct prices was “greater than in any other 
importan} commodity group.” As a result of 
which, “farm produce wholesale prices compared 
favorably with those of other groups for the first 
time in eight years.” 

The farmer was hit sooner by the tidal wave 
of depression than the producer of any other 
class. The value of his products went down fifty 
per cent, while that of manufactured goods went 
down less than half as far. With that smashing 
reduction of the farmer's buying power, the 
balance of exchange was upset, and factories 
closed as he stopped buying. 

As well as for the man on the land, it is the 
best kind ofnews for those engaged in other lines 
of business that farm product prices are now back 
in line with the prices of other commodities. In 
that restored balance lies the hope that 1938 will 
be a year of increasing employment, brisk trade, 
and general improvement. A hope contingent in 
any section of the country, of course, on fair 
crops next summer, 

Farm income, more than any other factor, 
sets the pace for the conditions of life in Canada. 
The relation of that income to the cost of farm 
requirements is as important as the amount of 
the income itself. In this respect the outlook at 
the beginning of the year is more promising than 
it has been since the great slump occurred.

The understanding used to be that a govern- 
ment was an expensive institution to which thé 
people of a country conceded the power to take 
from them a part of their earnings and spend this 
to protect their lives and property. The modern 
idea seems to be that a government is a cow, and 
everybody entitled to get free milk. 


When it comes to speaking good English, 
George Bernard Shaw rates telephone girls, the 
clergy, politicans and lawyers as all being sup- 
erior to those in the dramatic profession. Mr. 
Shaw is a great dramatist and playwright, but 
he seems to forget his reputation could not have 
been built up had it not been for the artists 
appearing in his plays. While the average is no 
doubt high in the professions Shaw mentions, it 
is poor gratitude for him to “knock” his fellow 
artists now his reputation is made. With the

.A SIDE RESULT 

A tax is a two-edged instrument. It is in- 
tended to cut a slice of revenue for the taxing 
authority; and usually it does that, though it 
may waste a good deal of useful blood in the 
cutting. 

But a tax can ¢ut in another direction, too. 
It has regulatory features, and these features 
may become effective even though there is no 
intention of employing them. 

Take the Canadian sugar excise of one cent 
a pound, It was intended to raise a revenue 
and nothing more. It does raise a revenue. 
But what else does it do? Two speakers have 
been complaining of it to the Canadian Councii 
of Agriculture, and one of them has stated that 
the effect of the tax has been to cut straw- 


berries out of strawberry jam and to substitute 
applesauce.—Vancouver Province. 


ROOSEVELT'’S FINE SPEECH 
President Roosevelt stood,up to predatory 
big interests in the United States as a courageous 
reformer who dislikes revolutionary procedure. 
He said he would not let the people down. His 
objectives and principles were sound and he was 


not prepared to abandon them. The national in- 
come had been increased from 38 billions to 68 
billions and he would like to raise it to 90 or 
100 billions. This would involve the co- 
operation of capital and labor. The fgresident 
added: 

“Capital is essential; reasonabie earnings on 
capital are essential. But misuse of the powers 
of capital or selfish suspension of the employ- 


system will destroy itself through its own abuses. 
The overwhelming majority of the business men 
and bankers intend to be good citizens, Un- 
fortunately, when attention is called to specific 
misuses of capital there has been a deliberate 
purpose on the part of the condemned minority 
to distort the criticism into an attack on all 
capital.” 

Mr. Roosevelt nailed his colors to the mast, 
but plainly held out the olive branch to busi- 
ness interests, great and small, that obey the 
law and desire the public good. His speech should 
commend itself to reasonable men. But judging 
from the bitterness with which many business 
men in the United States seem to regard the 
president, prejudice will deter them from ac- 
cording to him the co-operation for which he 
appeals and that is needed in the public interest. 

The president said the government's budget 
would not balance next year but an improve- 
ment would be shown. It was impossible to get 
expenditures below seven billion dollars without 
starving essential services. Rather than that, 
the country’s purchasing power should be raised. 
He would continue the relief works policy. His 
critics apparently favored the dole system but 
be would rather give work to needy men who 
were ready to work. 

Big business for the most part may say 
“Thank you for nothing” to the president. But 
Mr. Roosevelt has sought in his address to re- 
assure business and financial interests. He has 
indicated that he is mainly concerned in the wel- 
fare of the agricultural and industrial workers 
and small and medium-sized business men and 
manufacturers. But he is not opposed in prin- 
ciple to large combinations of capital and would 
prefer to work with them. He cannot tolerate a 
sitdown strike of capital nor opposition to policies 
hat require a heavier proportion of public 
burdens shall be carried by concentrated capital. 
—Toronto Star. 


TALKING NONSENSE ABOUT 
CONFEDERATION 

A good old Canadian custom is to speak of 
Confederation being “on trial’. Sometimes the 
talk becomes so loud we get alarmed ourselves, 
staying that way until we look back over the 
records only to discover that Confederation has 
been “on trial” ever since it was born. Men 
were lamenting its decay and predicting its 
fall before some of the people doing that now 
were in diapers and cradles. The only differ- 
ence between them, as we see it, is that some of 
the men who were talking that way then were 
ants compared with some of the men who are 
talking that way now. 


Among the propensities of all peoples is to 
exaggerate their own problems. Here in Can- 
ada at the present time we imagine we're fac- 
ing a gigantic crisis because we're trying to 
make such tl S as insurance, old age pensions, 
power export, and so on, fit into our constitution. 
The trouble isn’t important enough to get a 
Gothic single column headline in a foreign or 
even British newspaper, yet some among us who 
don't seem to read much history or even follow 
contemporary world events very closely appear 
to imagine themselves as mighty actors coping 
with momentous things 


Much as all this may minister to the vanity 
of these people, or to their sense of importance, 
is mostly nonsense. Comparatively, this coun- 
try has no momentous problems, and it isn't 
facing crisis. We have an annual railway deficit, 
and to hear some of our people talk that deficit 
(about 40 millions a year) must bankrupt us. 
Actually the loss, sustained to maintain a first 
class and nec ry transportation service for 
our country, wouldn't build two modern battle 
cruisers. Yet other nations, less well-off than we 
are, go on building the cruisers, talk less about 
them than we talk about our National Railways.

Queen Isabella is said to have received a pre- 
sent of a sweet potato from Columbus on his 
return from America, where he found this deli- 
cacy being grown by the Indians. The strange 
thing about the sweet potato is that it is really 
more closely related to the morning glory than 


it is to the Irish potato. No one knows when or’ 
how the first sweet potato was planted, since it 
has been cultivated since prehistoric times by 
the early Americans and cannot be found today 
in a really wild state of growth. 

Sweet potatoes keep quite well if properly 
stored, and an added advantage is that the starch 
is slowly converted into sugar during the storage 
process. Sweet potatoes, like carrots, contain a 
yellow pigment ‘ which seems to be a greater 
source of vitamin A than roots which do not con- 
tain the yellow color. They contain fairly large 
amounts of potassium and calcium, and are 
slightly laxative. Sweet potatoes are best boiled 
or baked in their skins. They should be cooked 
for about an hour to develop the best flavor. 


SWEET POTATO RECIPES 


Sweet potatoes may be cooked in their jackets 
in boiling water. If any are left over from a 
meal they may be made into a very attractive 
dish by mashing and forming into cakes, putting 
into a pan under the broiler until delicately 
browned, seasoned with butter and sprinkled 
with parsley. 

SCRAMBLED SWEET POTATOES 


Peel and grate the desired number of sweet 
potatoes. Add fresh cream, or canned cream 
thinned with a little water, to bring the potatoes 
to the consistency of a thin custard. Place over 
slow fire tightly covered for about three minutes, 
then remove cover and scramble the potatoes like 
eggs until the desired amount of moisture is 
cooked away, the whole procedure requiring 
about five to 10 minutes. The result is a thick, 
creamy mixture resembling a pudding. Serve 
with a generous amount of butter. 

SWEET POTATOES ON HALF SHELL 


Wash well and bake sweet potatoes, cut them 
in two, scoop the pulp from the skins, mix this 
with butter, salt and cream, stir in some chopped 
roasted pecans or almonds. Fill shells, brush 
with melted butter and brown in hot oven, 


BAKED SWEET POTATOES 


Probably the most popular way of preparing 
the sweet potato is to wash it well and then bake 
for an hour in a moderately hot oven until the 
pulp separates from the skin. When rightly 
baked, the sweet potato opened at the table and 
served with fresh butter has a delicious entice- 
ment which may lead to over-eating. This should 
be guarded against. 

SWEET POTATO STEW 

Sweet potatoes may be used in a vegetable 
stew. If you do not have the fresh vegetables, 
then you may use the canned. First begin with 
a small can of peas, then add a small can of string 
beans, and a bunch of diced carrots, two cups of 
diced celery, and one or two medium sized sweet 
potatoes. Cook this mixture over a slow fire for 
some time until the potato forms a sort of yellow 
gravy around the other vegetables. Serve with 
butter and a little salt and you have a whole- 
some, filling dish of most delicious stew. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION: Mrs. Fred O. writes: “Is it best 
to eat raw spinach or best to use it cooked? A 
friend of mine says that raw whole wheat is pre- 
ferable I tried it and didn’t digest it very well.” 

ANSWER: Starchy foods are the one type of 
food practically always improved through 
cooking. The raw starch cell is difficult to di- 
gest until broken up through heat. If the starch 
is undigested it may produce a starch indigestion 
which will result in flatulence or excessive gas. 
Keep .on cooking your starches, as in this way 
you will get the greatest amount of good from 
them. 

QUESTION: Cecilia B. wants to know: “What 
can I do to overcome an unpleasant body odor? 
I maintain strict personal cleanliness and use 
plenty of soap.” 

ANSWER: Some people who bathe regularly 
are yet troubles with body odor. The cause is 
not always due to lack of soap and water, but 
is often due to internal uncleanliness. A sluggish 
intestinal elimination is perhaps the greatest 
single cause. The remedy is a better diet and in- 
testinal cleanliness. Exercise which is strenuous 
enough to induce perspiration will also help. 

QUESTION: Mrs. Laird N. asks: “I have been 
advised not to use cream; does this refer to ice 
cream or table cream?” 

ANSWER: I consider both table cream and 
ice cream entirely wholesome. Heavy cream has 
a high butter-fat content and the globules are 
often difficult to digest if the patient has cer- 
tain gastro-intestinal disorders, However, the 
average person will find that the butter-fat con- 
tent of cream is one of the best fuel foods. 
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complaining—these, in fact, are the very things 
that make a country go. It is only when com- 
placency sets in, and smugness, when people stop 
trying to find a better way, stop complaining and 
discussion, that a nation ceases to go.

The strident voices of a few politicians in 
nine Canadian legislatures are not necessarily 
the voice of Canada, Behind the facade of this 
political and legislative structure are the Cana- 
dian people; a people who in their commercial, 
finangial, social, political and religious lives are 
more united today than ever before in their 
history. Our business houses, our banks, our 
labor unions, our national societies, our Cana- 
dian Clubs, our Canadian Press Association, our 
philanthropic societies—these things, which 
unite a people, are today stronger than before, 
stretching from the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
spreading from the United States border to the 
Arctic Circle, proclaiming Canada one nation, 
indivisible, strong. To argue otherwise, to be 
impressed to the contrary by the talk of a few 
politicians, some of them second-rate at best, is 
to argue against sense. 

Confederation facing a crisis? Nonsense! If 
there be those who believe otherwise, let them 
propose that eny part or any province of Can- 
ada secede from the rest of Canada, and see what 
happens. This country is going to stand or fall 
together, and there is not the smallest proof that 
it is going to fall.—Ottawa Journal,

|the “Republic of Upper Canada” 
began to disintegrate, and soon 
there was only a little band who 
stayed by Mackenzie, and went with 
him when he crossed the river on 
the morning of the 14th.

| penalty in Rochester jail. 

The joy of the loyal militia at 
| Chippewa when they saw the Union 
| Jack flying again on Navy Island on 
| Jan, 14 was great. The histories do 
|not state who was the plucky man 
| who crossed the river to the island, 
| found that the enemy had gone, and 
| pulled out of his pocket the flag he 

had taken over, His identity should 
| have been known; indeed he should 
| have been mentioned in dispatches 
| by Colonel MacNab. Within a few 
weeks the army at Chippewa was 
reduced to a mere border garrison.

In Saskaichewan, the use of alf- 
alfa and sweet clover with grasses 
had been found beneficial.
